IN THE CLAIMS: 

43. (Amended) A method of operating a dual-die, double-sized, back-to-back 
integrated-circuit chip assembly, comprising the steps of: 

mounting a pair of integrated-circuit chips back-to-back, where each integrated-circuit 
chip has one or more pairs of reversible wire-bonding pads; and
